Heights mug renews call that 
Atlantic youth home be closed 


The violent mugging of a woman in Brooklyn 
Heights by a resident of an Atlantic Avenue 
group home for troubled youths this week has 
renewed calls from neighborhood activists and 
elected officials for the city to close the facility. 

Police charge that on Sept. 24, at around midnight, a

Youth Chorus

The faces said it all. No beam- 
ing smiles, only frozen stares. 

The 252 performers — combin- 
ing the Brooklyn Youth Chorus and 
New York Choral Artists with the 
New York Philharmonic Orchestra 
— at Lincoln Center’s Avery Fisher 
Hall had just completed the world 
premiere of John Adams’ “On the 
Transmigration of Souls,” a medita- 
tive tribute to the victims, survivors 
and heroes of Sept. 11. 

The 25-minute composition com- 
missioned by the philharmonic for 
its season-opening took performers 
and audience on a solemn journey 
of pain, uncertainty, hope, loss, yearn- 
ing, remembrance and resolution. 

Thursday night’s concert began 
with the recorded sounds of the 
whoosh of traffic, footsteps, a siren. 
Then a young boy slowly repeated 
“miss-ing, miss-ing,” before the 
hushed mantra of names started, a 
sanctified roll call of unwitting mar- 
tyrs. Moments later, the adult cho- 
rus entered, “re-mem ... re-mem- 
ber,” repeated two dozen times. 

The text, compiled by Adams, 
also quotes from missing persons’ 
posters (“She looks so full of life in 
the picture.”); family comments 
published in the New York Times’ 
“Portraits of Grief’ (“The mother 
says: ‘He used to call me every day. 
I’m just waiting.’”); and a cellphone 


call from a flight attendant on the 
plane that crashed into the first tow- 
er (‘1 see water and buildings”). 

The piece finished with the 
words of a wife who came to the 
rubble of the trade center looking 
for her husband; “I wanted to dig 
him out. I know just where he is.” 

Most of the time, the music is 
soft, sustained and ethereal, with an 
occasional allusion to American 
composer Charles Ives’ “The Unan- 
swered Question.” There are two 
eruptions of emotion, although not 
necessarily representing the col- 
lapse of the twin towers. 

“I didn’t want to turn it into some 
kind of musical documentary,” 
Adams said. “My piece really is a 
emembrance and reflection ... It’s 
really about loss and grief.” 

Adams said he was trying to cre- 
ate an aural space for reflection 
rather than a requiem. 

After the final fadeout Thursday 
night, the philharmonic’s new mu- 
sic director, Lorin Maazel, the 
Brooklyn Youth Chorus and the 
New York Choral Artists stood sto- 
ically and the audience quietly ap- 
plauded. 

Following the performance, Ran- 
dolph Nugent, whose niece died in 
the attacks, said, “This is one of 
those things where music says what 
words can’t.” 

The concert was broadcast nation- 
ally. Future performances are sched- 
uled for London and Amsterdam. 


resident of the Atlantic Transitional Center, at 3 16 At- 
lantic Ave., and an accomplice not living at the center, 
threw a 36-year-old woman to the ground and attempt- 
ed to wrestle away her handbag on the comer of Willow 
Place and Joralemon Street. 

Police arrested a boy, 17, and a man, 19, shortly after 
the incident, one of whom was from the center. The vic- 
tim suffered no reported injuries. 

The incident is the latest in a string of troubles for the 

Last June, the community’s ap- 
prehension about the center be- 
came more personal when the 
head of a local civic organization 
was the victim of a purse-snatcher. 

Heloise Gmneberg, president 
of the Boemm Hill Association, 
was walking home on Bergen 
Street near Bond Street on June 
13, when a boy, allegedly in 
concert with three others, 
grabbed her purse. 

One 15-year-old resident of 
the center was arrested. 

“I’m very, very disturbed at 
this latest incident,” Gmneberg 
told The Brooklyn Papers this 
week. “It’s one more in a very 
long history that stretches back 
25, 30 years.” 

The 24-bed group home, on 
Atlantic Ave. between Smith and 
Hoyt streets, is a form of foster 
care, run by the city’s Adminis- 
tration for Children’s Services 
(ACS), for youths between the 
ages of 15 and 21 who cannot be 
returned to their homes because 
of abuse, neglect or abandon- 
ment. Many have a history of 
emotional and behavioral prob- 
lems and the length of stay 
varies from one to 90 days. 

“We take this very seriously 
and we’ll work in full coopera- 
tion with the NYPD,” said 
MacLean Guthrie, an ACS 
spokeswoman. Should the sus- 
pect be found guilty, she added, 
the agency would work to see 
“that he receives the appropriate 
penalty.” 

The agency’s cooperation 
with law enforcement may not, 
however, earn the good graces 
of the local community. 

“These kids have problems 
and there’s no supervision,” said 
Sandy Balboza, president of the 
Atlantic Avenue Betterment As- 
sociation, after hearing about the 
latest incident. “The community 
has said over and over again we 
don’t blame the kids, we blame 
the system. The parents turn the 
kids over to the city and the city 
lets them roam.” 

The ACS has often responded 
that state law prohibits it from 
locking the facility. 

“It’s foster care and not deten- 
tion,” Guthrie said.

Letter: Dems control judges

The Kings County Demo- 
cratic Committee has been 
under fire for the past year amid 
charges that the organization is 
run like an old-time political 
patronage machine. 

This week, hard evidence in writ- 
ing showed that this may be the case 
with regard to judicial appointments. 
The executive director of the county 
committee said that Brooklyn Demo- 
cratic Party officials determine who 
gets considered for judgeships. 

Following an expressed interest 
in January by Civil Court Judge 
Margarita Lopez Torres for eleva- 
tion to the state Supreme Court, she 
received a letter from Jerome Karp,

the head of the county judicial 
screening committee, which read: 

“It is not necessary for you to de- 
clare your candidacy to me or my 
committee. Candidates are only con- 
sidered by our committee upon re- 
ferral of the County leader.” 

Karp’s letter was first reported in 
the New York Law Journal. 

Lopez Torres says she sent a letter 
to both the Kings County Democra- 
tic Committee, or County as it is 
commonly known, as well as to 
Karp, seeking their consideration for 
the Supreme Court. The only re- 
sponse she received was from Karp. 

The County leader, Crown 
Heights Assemblyman Clarence 
Norman, is involved in a well- 
chronicled row with Lopez Torres.

Convict escapes from 
LICH and is captured

A prisoner in police custody 
escaped from Long Island 
College Hospital in Cobble 
Hill on Wednesday. 

The inmate, Esmeralda Perez, 
25, was in police custody for crim-

police from the 84th Precinct, ac- 
cording to police. 

Perez suffers from a seizure dis- 
order, according to a police source. 

At around 9:18 am, Perez, 
dressed in a pink jogging suit, fled 
the hospital. Precincts around the 


hospital were mobilized and she 
was captured on Suydam Street 
near Wilson Avenue, in her home 
turf of Bushwick, at around 11 am, 
by police from the 84th Precinct. 

Deputy Inspector Christopher 
Rising, commanding officer of the 
84th Precinct, said the incident 
was under investigation. 


Digital cams to aid abuse victims

Six Brooklyn hospitals will 
be receiving digital cameras 
donated by a camera manufac- 
turer through the Brooklyn dis- 
trict attorney’s office to speed 
up the process of documenting 
domestic violence. 

Kicking off the commemoration 
of October’s Domestic Violence 
Abuse Month, District Attorney 
Charles Hynes announced at a Sept. 
24 press conference that eight do- 
nated digital cameras from Olympus 
have been handed out to the six hos- 
pitals and two to detectives working 
in the DA’s office. 

The hospitals are Brooklyn Hos- 
pital Center, Brookdale Hospital, 
Kings County Medical Center, 
Long Island College Hospital, 


Lutheran Medical Center and Mai- 
monides Medical Center. 

Hynes, who grew up in a home 
where his mother was abused by his 
father, said, “Our office receives 
more than 10,000 domestic violence 
cases annually. Trying these sensi- 
tive cases without hard evidence is a 
prosecutor’s constant challenge. 
[These] cameras . . . will help prose- 
cute these cases by allowing the ear- 
ly gathering of high quality images 
that may be used as evidence.” 

According to DA spokesman 
Sandy Silverstein, the cameras will 
play an instrumental role in record- 
ing injuries to battered woman in 


Silverstein said Olympus — a 
manufacturer of cameras and digital 
imaging equipment — donated the

The fact that a sex-toy 
boutique across the street 
from a public school is OK 
with the city doesn’t mean a 
thing in Brooklyn, borough 
officials warned this week 
following a ruling by city 
inspectors that a recently 
opened Park Slope sex shop 
did not violate any laws. 

“The bottom line is there’s no 
way this type of business 
should be located directly 
across the street from a middle 
school that has more than a 
thousand extremely impression- 
able children, whether or not it’s 
legal,” said Andrew Ross, a 
Borough Hall spokesman stat- 
ing the position of Borough 
President Marty Markowitz on 
Wednesday. 

“These students should only 
have to worry about reading, 
writing and arithmetic,” said 
Ross, “and not being lured to 
this type of establishment.”

Marty OKs $16 million for boro's culture

They may not have been 
the best of friends, but Bor- 
ough President Marty Marko- 
witz shares some of his prede- 
cessor’s priorities. 

Markowitz has allocated $16 
million to various cultural institu- 
tions throughout the borough, car- 
rying over some promises made 
by former Borough President 
Howard Golden, who was term- 
limited out of office last year. 

“Some money may have been 


allocated by the previous borough 
president, but we were under no 
obligation to fund most of these 
projects,” said Borough Flail spokes- 
man Andrew Ross. “The borough 
president and his staff looked at 
each project and each funding re- 
quest with a fresh eye and our de- 
cision to fund these cultural proj- 
ects is based on their tremendous 
contribution to Brooklyn's cultural 
and economic life.” 

Ross declined to specify which 
allocations had carried over from 
the Golden administration. 

Among the allotments is $1.5 


million for the central branch of the 
Brooklyn Public Library at Grand 
Army Plaza for the construction of 
a new plaza featuring an outdoor 
cafe, and $2.7 million to build a 
5,000-square-foot auditorium. 

The Kensington library will 
receive $1.5 million to construct 
a new 17,000-square-foot library 
this fiscal year and the Park 
Slope branch on Sixth Avenue at 
Ninth Street will receive nearly 
$2.5 million in Fiscal Year 2005 
for its renovation. 

The Brooklyn Botanic Garden 
will get $990,000 in FY2004 for 


construction of a new entrance 
between the parking lot and the 
cherry esplanade. 

The Brooklyn Museum of Art 
will receive $1.7 million, divided 
over the next two years, for a roof 
replacement over Luce Center. 

The Brooklyn Academy of 
Music will receive $1.7 million 
this fiscal year for its ongoing fa- 
cade improvements and the New 
York Aquarium will be the bene- 
ficiary of $2.25 million for con- 
struction of a veterinarian facility 
and $2.7 million in FY2004 for 
renovation of its existing space. 


In FY2005, the aquarium will get 
$660,000 for adaptive reuse of 
the West Brighton Carousel. 

The Brooklyn Children's Muse- 
um on Eastern Parkway is to get 
$2.4 million to continue its expan- 
sion of exhibition space. 

Additional allocations, for 
FY2003 and FY2004 were made 
to the Society for the Preserva- 
tion of Weeks ville to restore his- 
toric houses; the Brooklyn Youth 
Chorus for the acquisition and 
construction of a new building; 
the Brooklyn Music School for 
stage and floor improvements; the 


Young Dancers in Repertory for 
building renovations; ART/NY 
for interior upgrades, and the Wa- 
terfront Museum to help restore 

Markowitz and Golden shared a 
notoriously frosty relationship after 
then state Sen. Markowitz’s unsuc- 
cessful run to unseat Golden for 
borough president in 1985. In 
Golden’s waning days in Borough 
Hall, he filled appointments, hired 
staffers and made fiscal commit- 
ments to future budgetary projects 
that limited Markowitz’s ability to 
do so.

Body found in 
burning car

Police made a grisly dis- 
covery on a desolate 
Sunset Park street this 
week, when a woman’s 
charred remains were 
found in the trunk of a 
burning car. 

At around 4 am, on Mon- 
day, Sept. 23, firefighters 
were called to the industrial 
area to extinguish a fire that 
had erupted inside a 1988 


Soon after the fire had been 
put out, an incinerated body 
was discovered in foe trunk. 

The damage to the body’s 
remains was reportedly so se- 
vere that police could not im- 
mediately identify her gender. 

The woman is currently 
unidentified and the medical 
examiner’s office is still trying 
to determine a cause of death, 
police said.

Gifford calls 
city's future

Asked what he hoped to 
hear from Gifford Miller, 
shortly before the speaker 
of the City Council took the 
stage to address the Broo- 
lyn Chamber of Commerce 
on Monday, Borough Pres- 
ident Marty Markowitz 
said, “That New York City 
begins in Brooklyn.” 

He must not have been dis- 
appointed. 

“We ought to take every- 
thing out of Manhattan and 
give it to Brooklyn,” Miller 
quipped in his address. 

Though his overstated jest 
may have been targeted to the 
audience, the 200 or so in at- 
tendance could not have been 
displeased with Miller’s more 
literal announcements. 

The speaker unveiled plans 
to convene a small business 
summit before the City Coun- 
cil on Dec. 2 to “assemble de- 
cision makers and draft a mas- 
ter policy plan that will protect 
and promote small businesses 
for years to come.” 

Estimating that between 96 
and 98 percent of the city’s 
businesses are companies of 
fewer than 50 employees, 
Miller said, “Our mission will 
be to draft a policy plan to im- 
prove the city’s climate for 
small businesses. 

“How will we do this? By 
looking at myriad issues that 
will help shape the small-busi- 
ness community, from market- 
ing to tax policy to government 


regulations to quality-of-life is- 
sues and making recommenda- 
tions to implement citywide.” 

Offering some local praise. 
Miller added, “Coney Island is 
enjoying a renaissance, Fort 
Greene’s real estate market is 
booming and Smith Street 
boasts the hottest restaurant 
scene in the city, and by exten- 
sion, perhaps even the world. 
The city must put its energy 
into continuing these impres- 

The planning for the summit 
has been assisted by the Brook- 
lyn Chamber of Commerce. 

“I think the summit will be 
helpful if we generate a lot of 
participation from the Brooklyn 


there are a lot of serious issues,” 
said Chamber President Ken 
Adams. 

Adding that a great deal of 
what benefits businesses comes 
from the mayor’s administra- 
tion through the city Economic 
Development Corporation and 
the Department of Business 
Services, he said the summit 
will offer businesses a chance 
to vocalize their regard for ex- 
isting policies. 

Perhaps even more impor- 
tant will be the summit’s in- 
clusion of the council in small- 
business concerns, especially 
since issues of zoning, land 
use and the establishment of 
business improvement districts 
tend to directly involve the 
City Council, Adams said. 

“Here’s a chance to try and 
craft an agenda from the coun- 
cil side,” he said. 


Current land use issues that 
are going to have an enormous 
impact over the borough, and 
business, is the future of the 
waterfront in Red Hook and 
beyond, with some partisans 
fighting for housing and others 
urging the city to keep its mar- 
itime industries. 

“Williamsburg, Greenpoint, 
Sunset Park, Red Hook ... 
around land use, I think we’ve 
got to lay out some priorities 
for the council,” Adams said. 


Miller began with words of 
gratitude to the chamber in the 
wake of Sept. 11. 

While discussing debilitat- 
ing fiscal losses incurred in the 
private and public sectors 
from 9-11, he lauded the 
chamber’s efforts to create a 
space and furniture bank for 
displaced businesses. 

“You’ve kept Brooklyn 
rolling,” he said of the cham- 
ber. “And when Brooklyn 
rolls, the city rolls.” 


Bricks rain down on Water St. 


Jogger barely 
escapes with 
her life

The brick-and-mortar shell 
of a three-story building on 
Water Street at Old Fulton 
Street came tumbling down 
Sept. 18, raining bricks, rat- 
tling steel scaffolding and 
nearly killing a neighbor- 
hood activist and two con- 
struction workers. 

Monique Denoncin, presi- 
dent of the Vinegar Hill Asso- 
ciation, was jogging past 4 
Water St., right next door to 
the Pete’s Downtown restau- 
rant, at around 11:20 am when 
the building gave way. 

She said she was only about 
10 yards out from under the 
scaffolding when she heard 
the deafening crash. Denoncin 
said for years, she had seen 
the brick shell decay and wor- 
ried that someday it might top- 
ple. 

“I knew this was going to 
happen because the scaffold- 
ing looked so fragile and the 
mortar looked pulverized by 
the weather,” she said. 

What she did not foresee, 


however, was being only feet 
from the building at the time 
of the collapse. 

Denoncin said shortly after 
jogging past the scaffolding, 
she “heard a thunderous col- 
lapse ... and an enormous 
cloud of reddish brick dust.” 

Still stunned by the collapse 
she then saw two ashen work- 
ers emerge from the site cov- 
ered in dust. 


Firefighters responded to a 
call of two people trapped in 
the debris, according to a Fire 
Department spokesman, who 
said the rescue was successful 
and no one suffered serious in- 
juries, although one firefighter 
was taken to Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital with minor in- 
juries to his leg. 

Construction had been un- 
derway on 4 Water St., with 


plans approved by the Land- 
marks Preservation Commis- 
sion, for its rehabilitation into 
a mixed-use property with 13 
condominium units and 
ground-floor retail space. 

According to Clement Ezeh, 
a spokesman for 4 Water Street 
LLC, the company developing 
the building, the construction 
workers were removing loose 
bricks when the entire structure 
toppled. 

“Portions of the brick were 
being removed and it just 
gave,” he said. 

According to the city De- 
partment of Buildings, viola- 
tions were issued against 4 
Water Street LLC after the 
collapse for demolition with- 
out a permit and failure to car- 
ry out demolition in a safe or 
proper manner. 

Ezeh said the building and 
scaffolding were currently be- 
ing stabilized and was uncer- 
tain of exactly when the build- 
ing would be completed. 

For Denoncin, the issue, 
however, was only a near miss 
from being a greater calamity, 
with not only her own safety 
in jeopardy but that of any 
other passing pedestrian. 

Calling the site “very dan- 
gerous and irresponsible,” she 
added, “It could have turned 
out to be a really horrible ca- 
tastrophe.”

Y tells how to end child abuse 


State Sen. Carl 
Andrews holds 
'Awareness Day'

With child abduction cases 
making news around the coun- 
try, and a rash of cases in 
Brooklyn Heights making 
headlines locally, state Sen. 
Carl Andrews is holding a Chil- 
dren’s Awareness Day this 
weekend to educate children 
and equip parents to combat 
kidnapping. 

On Saturday, Sept. 28, at the 
Prospect Park YMCA, on Ninth 
Street between Fifth and Sixth 
avenues, from 10 am to 2 pm, 
parents are invited to bring their 
children for a workshop intended 
to educate them in the methods of 
kidnappers and to create an iden- 
tification kit that could be used in 
the case of their disappearance. 

‘We as a society have to stay 
vigilant and alert,” Andrews 
told The Brooklyn Papers. 

The workshop is an initiative 
of the New York State Correc- 
tional Officers and Police 
Benevolent Association called 
Safety Means Abduction Regis- 
tration Training or the SMART 
Program. 

In addition to educating chil- 
dren about the devices em- 
ployed by kidnappers, parents 
can obtain free identification 
kits so in case of abduction a 
child’s photo can be circulated 
among law enforcement agen- 
cies right away. 

The kit includes a child’s sta- 
tistics, such as height, weight 


and distinguishing characteris- 
tics, to be filled out by parents, 
and a digital photograph. 

The kit is not kept in any 
database, said associatioon 
spokesman Denny Fitzpatrick, 
and is only intended for parents 
to fax to the National Center for 
Missing and Exploited Children 
in case of a disappearance. 

Fitzpatrick said the quality 
and resolution of the photo- 


suffer major deterioration in 
quality, even when faxed. 

“It is important to note that 
New York State is taking steps 
to ensure that our children stay 
safe,” said Andrews, whose dis- 
trict includes Park Slope, Wind- 
sor Terrace, Prospect Heights 
and parts of Sunset Park. 

“One of the most critical 
steps is the new AMBER 
[America’s Missing: Broadcast 
Emergency Response] Alert 


Plan, in which law enforcement 
agencies team up with local 
broadcasters to alert communi- 
ties when a child is kidnapped.” 
Brooklyn Heights and sur- 
rounding brownstone communi- 
ties had been the scene of a rash 
of recent kidnapping attempts, al- 
most all of which are believed to 
have been perpetrated at the 
hands of one woman, named Tara 
Ann McDonald, who is currently 
in police custody pending trial.

“The Pink Pussy Cat does not meet the criteria for ‘adult estab- 
lishment,’” said Ilyse Fink, a Buildings Department spokes- 
woman. 

The city’s 60-40 zoning regulation dictates that if 60 percent of 
a store’s merchandise is not adult related the business does not 
qualify as an adult establishment. Because much of the Pink 
Pussy Cat’s stock is in underwear, exotic oils and body paints, it 
did not count against the business. 

“Novelty items are not considered ‘adult’ under the zoning reg- 
ulations and therefore don’t go towards the count of the stock in 
the store,” Fink said. 

While thus far determined to be legal by the letter of the law, 
elected officials have not dropped their case against the enter- 

“If s outrageous and a very big mistake on the part of the own- 
er to locate a sex shop across the street from the middle school,” 
said Park Slope Councilman Bill DeBlasio. 

The business has so far tried to strike a compromise by organ- 
izing its hours after the students’ lunch break. The store also toned 
down its exterior, with a black velvet drape blocking most of the 
view into the store and a buzzer on the door to monitor who en- 

Store manager Laura Wilson said last week that the store had 
toned down its appearance so as not to upset concerned parents. 
“We’re a lot more tame than the Manhattan store,” she said. “Be- 
cause of the school across the street we didn’t want it to be blatant.” 

School officials and elected officials, however, have chal- 
lenged the propriety of having a sex shop across the street from a 
school full of 11-, 12- and 13-year-olds. 

“If there’s not legal grounds for action,” DeBlasio said, ‘Til 
arrange a meeting between parents and school officials and the 
store owner to seek other solutions including the voluntary relo- 
cation of the store or perhaps some fundamental change in their 
approach to business.”

digital cameras at the urging of the DA, who solicited them in order 
to help combat domestic violence. 

Dr. Gil Winnik, director of the pediatric emergency room and 
the associate director of the emergency department at Mai- 
monides Medical Center, said faster and better photos of abuse 
victims’ injuries will in fact help medical staff work more effi- 
ciently with law enforcement personnel. 

“We have been focusing on issues of domestic violence more 
and more in the last few years and incidents have been increasing 
and those also link to child abuse,” Winnik said. “It is a big issue 
now for us. In order to support law enforcement, a good docu- 
mentation of the physical findings of the abuse is important in 
both cases — child and spousal abuse.” 

Winnik said that up till now, Maimonides used a Polaroid cam- 
era, “Which did not work very good technically and the pictures 
took a while to transfer to law enforcement.” 

The digital camera, Winnik added, is an improvement for the 
simple fact that it cannot run out of film and the quality of a pic- 
ture taken can be determined on the spot. 

“Also, we can transmit the pictures to law enforcement or to 
the courts over the Web. We are working out a system for that 
now,” Winnik said. “We are very excited about this.” 

Brooklyn Hospital spokesman Peter Griffin said the medical 
center also used a Polaroid camera to document domestic and 
child abuse cases before receiving the digital camera. As at Mai- 
monides, Griffin said police would generally pick up the Po- 
laroids snapshots from Brooklyn Hospital. 

Griffin said the new technology would allow the DA’s office 
and police to submit the photos as evidence just hours after an at- 
tack. The time saving can be crucial in cases where a battered 
woman or child needs to be protected from an abuser.

Dealing with bullies 


Q: “My son got punched 
around during the last school 
year, sixth grade. He was bul- 
lied several times. I’ve talked 
to the superintendent of 
schools but I’ve gotten no- 
where.” — a mother 

A: This mother has a bag full 
of who-what-when-where notes 
about how her 12-year-old son 
was bulbed in sixth grade and 
what she tried to do about it. So 
far in seventh grade, she’s re- 
lieved there are no new entries. 

The difference this year: Not 
mom or metal detectors, but a 
social shield that makes him 
less of a target — a circle of 
new friends, backed by a more 
solid school policy against ha- 

Bullying behavior by girls as 
well as boys — not just physi- 
cal aggression but threats, teas- 
ing, name-calling and social 
ridicule — reaches its peak in 
middle school as kids straggle 
to fit in, then tapers off in high 
school, research shows. 

If your child comes home 
crying, it’s only natural to want 
to spring into action. What to do 
without overdoing it? Sort out 
whether your child is hurt by 
normal peer squabbles or more 
serious rejection day after day, 
experts say. Then work on two 
levels, with your child and the 
school. 

“The most effective deterrent 
against a bully is having friends,” 
says psychologist Michael 
Thompson, PhD, co-author of

“Mom, They’re Teasing Me” 
and “Best Friends, Worst Ene- 
mies,” both published by Bal- 
lantine Books. “With a friend, 
you can laugh about an insult and 
shrug it off. Without a friend, 
you carry it around all day.” 

In the middle-school social 
game — “Who will be my 
friend, who will we exclude?” 
— most kids play and get hurt 
but bounce back. A deeper con- 
cern, Thompson says: About 20 
percent of students are rejected 
day after day and feel isolated. 
Unable to make and keep 
friends, they’re at risk for being 
traumatized by how they’re 
treated — or overlooked — in 
school. 

“For too many children, back 
to school means back to bul- 
lies,” says Glenn Stutzky, a 


school violence specialist who 
helps parents, teachers and kids 
“bully-proof’ schools. “Bullies 
have a radar. In the first four to 
six weeks of school, that radar 
sweeps the school and lights up 
potential targets.” 

How a child first reacts to 
taunting — tears or chuckles? 
— and how peers, parents and 
teachers intervene — too early 
or too late? — will influence 
whether a bully gains a foothold 
for the year or searches for an- 
other target. 

One mother discovered the 
more upset her sixth-grade son 
got, the more he was a target of 
bullying. His grades dropped. 
As other kids noticed mom step- 
ping in, the taunting got worse. 
The child required counseling 
and an anti-depressant. 

“Bullying is all about power,” 
says Stutzky. “If the bully can- 
not obtain power over you, he 
or she will move on.” 

The problem of bullying isn’t 
limited to a few aggressive boys, 
and the scope of the long-term 
solution is broad, several psy- 
chologists and researchers say. 


Students, teachers, administrators 
and parents all have to get in- 
volved to change the social envi- 
ronment of the school, not just 
kick a few rotten kids out. 

To help “bully-proof’ your 
child, Stutzky suggests, work to 
build his self-confidence and 
brainstorm strategies to diffuse 
tense situations. 

Depending on a child’s tem- 
perament, some kids can learn 
to be assertive, look a bully in 
the eye and say, “Stop doing 
that!” Others are able to use hu- 
mor, or choose a different path 

When parents think it’s time 
to intervene, Stutzky advises 
starting by meeting with the per- 
son at school closest to the prob- 
lem, probably a teacher or guid- 
ance counselor. Share your 
concerns and develop a written 
plan with the school to address 
the situation. As necessary, sys- 
tematically work your way up 
the chain of command.

Lopez Torres claims to have fallen from county’s grace for re- 
fusing to hire a legal secretary referred to her by Norman, and in an- 
other instance from Bushwick Assemblyman Vito Lopez, who is not 
related to the judge. 

Both officials denied the allegation, and Norman has attributed 
their differences to an incident in 1997 when Lopez Torres allowed 
her name to be placed for nomination to the Supreme Court by a ri- 
val party faction led by the late Assemblyman Anthony Genovesi. 

Subsequently, Lopez Torres was not endorsed or supported by the 
county executive committee for re-election to her Civil Court judge- 
ship despite enjoying the status of incumbent. She won renomina- 
tion in a contested primary election on Sept. 10. Along with Judge 
Delores Thomas, she topped County’s choices for civil court in the 
primary. 

Norman did not return calls for comment by press time and Karp 
declined to discuss the letter. 

Jeffrey Feldman, the executive director of the Kings County Democ- 
ratic Committee, said this week that he had no recollection of receiving 
a letter from Lopez Torres in the past year requesting an application. 

He said he did recall receiving a request around two years ago, 
but as for recently, he said, “Not to my knowledge.” 

Candidates have to apply to County to get an application to go be- 
fore the screening committee, Feldman said. 

Asked whether that made County a gatekeeper with respect to ju- 
dicial appointments, Feldman answered, “To the extent that one 
needs to apply to the party in order to obtain [an application] and be 
referred to the screening panel then it’s a fair notion.” 

The screening panel, comprised of members chosen by the coun- 
ty leaders of both Brooklyn and Staten Island, met with more than 
40 applicants this year, he added. 

However, the letter to Lopez Torres, as well as the fact that appli- 
cants have to go through the County leader to get to the screening 
committee, highlights the party’s role as arbiter over who is consid- 
ered for the powerful and well-paying Supreme Court judgeships. 

All five of the county committee’s endorsed candidates for 
Supreme Court were nominated on Thursday, Sept. 19, though not 
without some dissention. 

On Thursday, Lopez Torres was nominated from the floor by Paul 
Bader, a Carroll Gardens activist, husband of Rep. Nydia Velazquez, 
and a judicial delegate from the 52nd Assembly District, against 
Judge Leon Ruchelsman, one of county’s five selected candidates on 
Thursday. 

Lopez Torres lost a roll call vote among the delegates by a count 
of 66 to 24 with four abstentions that left lingering resentments. 

“It’s a sham of a judicial selection process, which is totally unwel- 
coming to anyone that is not suggested by the county leader,” said Bad- 
er, a former candidate for City Council. 

“There are many, many bad aspects to this process but clearly it 
doesn’t encourage people who have the qualifications to apply to the 
screening committee for judgeship,” Bader added. “And they use it 
to penalize as they did in Judge Lopez Torres’ case.” 

It was the second year in a row that County’s choices for the civil 
court have fared badly. Eileen Nadelson and Peter Sweeney both 
heal count) T candidates to the bench last year. 

County’s choices for Supreme Court have remained untouchable. 

County’s grip on the judiciary has created some strife even among 
its own body, according to Fort Greene Councilman James Davis, 
the male district leader of the 57th AD, who is a staunch political 
nemesis of Norman’s. 

“[District leaders] are venting about the fact that they have judges 
and their judges didn’t have an opportunity to go before the screen- 
ing committee,” Davis said. “There is a lot of pressure to change the 
process and stop the backdoor dealing.” 

For the time being, however, Norman’s leadership is secure. 

Norman was re-elected this week as County leader with only 
Davis and Liz Daly, female district leader from the 52nd AD, voting 
against his re-election. 

Alan Fleishman, the newly elected male district leader of the 52nd 
AD, abstained. 

Referring to a slew of judicial misconduct and one notorious 
bribery case involving Brooklyn Supreme Court judges this year, 
Bader protested that the committee should have been particularly 
painstaking in its selection of jurists. 

“Of all times, I think there was a message that was sent by the 
courts and by the investigations . . . that it was incumbent upon us 
that we pick the best judges for the court,” Bader said. 

In December, the Commission on Fiduciary Appointments re- 
leased its findings that between 1995 and 1999, an extravagant per- 
centage of lucrative receiverships in Kings County were given to at- 
torneys connected to the Kings County Democratic Committee. 

Widely published reports have also alleged that half a dozen of 
Brooklyn’s Supreme Court judges are under mvesnganon, several have 
been reassigned after censures and one judge was recommended for re- 
moval from the bench by the state Commission on Judicial Conduct. 

By far the most explosive case erupted in January, after Judge 
Victor Barron was indicted for soliciting a $115,000 bribe from an 
attorney to sign off on a $4.9-million settlement in a personal injury 
lawsuit involving a minor. Barron pleaded guilty in exchange for a 
recommended sentenced of three to nine years in prison. 

After Norman was questioned about the state of the embattled 
Brooklyn judiciary, he told the Daily News, “Why blame it on the 
Brooklyn Democratic Party when you talk about a person charged 
with a breach of ethics or integrity?” 

And while the Karp letter to Lopez Torres has raised eyebrows, it 
is not a violation of election law. 

“It’s not a disciplinary issue,” said Henry Berger, chairman of the 
state Commission on Judicial Conduct. “Judges are elected politically 
and the politicians have their process and there’s nothing that says they

Schwarz pleads for jail

A disgraced ex-cop is 
headed back to prison after 
admitting he lied about the 
1997 sexual assault on 
Haitian immigrant Abner 
Louima. 

Under the agreement 
reached Saturday, U.S. District 
Judge Reena Raggi sentenced 
Charles Schwarz to five years in 
prison for perjury. 

Schwarz, 36, made the deal 
just two days before the start 
of his fourth trial stemming 
from the attack on Louima in- 
side the bathroom of the 70th 
Police Precinct in Kensington. 

“I want to thank my sup- 
porters and my attorneys,” he 
told reporters outside the Fed- 
eral Courthouse on Cadman 
Plaza East, Downtown. 

Prosecutors alleged that 
Schwarz violated Louima’s 
civil rights by restraining him 
while another officer, Justin 
Volpe, sodomized him with a

“Fine,” retorted Brooklyn 
Heights-Downtown Brooklyn 
Councilman David Yassky. 
“It’s not a prison, but even in a 
home, every home has rules 
that children are expected to 
live by ... If I can’t control the 
behavior of my kids the city 
takes them away and the city 
has to be held to the same 
standard.” 

Yassky and Assembly- 
woman Joan Millman have 
urged that the center be shut 
down, claiming that it is poor- 
ly ran and a hazard to its 
neighbors and those under its 
charge. 

In October 2000, the center 
became the subject of consid- 
erable infamy after a 15-year- 
old boy living at the facility 
was tortured over a period of 
several hours by four other 
residents. The boys beat him 
with a broken chair, scalded 
him with a belt buckle and 
forced soiled underpants into 
his mouth. 

Two of the boys who were 
arrested for the assault had 
been arrested several weeks 
prior to the incident after al- 
legedly robbing subway pas- 
sengers with a box cutter at 
the Borough Hall station. 

Last year, another resident 
of the center was arrested for 
stabbing another boy in a dis-

broken broomstick. Volpe 
pleaded guilty, and is serving a 
30-year sentence. 

Schwarz has denied ever be- 
ing in the bathroom during the 
1997 attack. But in the three 
previous trials, all 36 jurors 
have voted to convict him of at 
least one felony. 

Schwarz was convicted of 
perjury in July, although the jury 
deadlocked on the more serious 
charge that the officer violated 
Louima’s civil rights following 
the innocent man’s 1997 arrest. 

And in the two previous tri- 


als, Schwarz was convicted of 
violating Louima’s rights and 
of conspiring to cover up the 
crime. The convictions were 
overturned by a federal appeals 
court that ordered the third trial. 

“I’m glad it’s finally over,” 
Louima told reporters outside 
the court Saturday. “Now I can 
move on with my life ... now 
it’s time to start the healing 

At the sentencing, Raggi 
scolded Schwarz for lying about 
“a senseless and brutal attack.” 

“No free society can tolerate 


such conduct from a police of- 
ficer,” she said. 

Schwarz, who is to surrender 
Dec. 4, said nothing in response. 

His lead attorney, Ronald 
Fischetti, noted that the agree- 
ment contained no admission of 
wrongdoing beyond the perjury. 

Under the terms of the 
agreement, Schwarz could 
earn a 13-month reduction in 
his sentence if he, his wife and 
his attorneys comply with an 
agreement not to comment on 
the case until Schwarz leaves 
prison, his attorneys said.

three decades if water temperatures con- 
tinue to rise,” said Reichert. “[Humans] 
are rapidly destroying life in the sea.”

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Tuneful tribute 

‘Brooklyn Revue 9 takes a 
trip down the boroughs 
very musical memory lanes

W here’s the music capital of the United States? Is it 
Nashville? Nah! Is it Detroit? Don’t be silly! Is it Hol- 
lywood? Ha! It’s Brooklyn, of course, the birthplace 
of lyricists and composers like George Gershwin, Betty Com- 
den and Jack Lawrence. 

The Ryan Repertory Com- 
pany at the Harry Warren The- 
atre is saluting these talented 
men and women with “The 
Brooklyn Revue,” a tuneful 
tribute conceived and written 
by Chuck Reichenthal. 

From the very first num- 
ber, “Hang My Hat in Brook- 
lyn,” to the finale, “Strike Up 
the Band,” it’s clear this is a 
work of great love. Indeed, 

Reichenthal was not only 
bom in Brooklyn but has also 
spent much of his life pro- 
moting the borough. 

Reichenthal is an actor and 
author whose works include 
“Hit Tunes From Flop 
Shows,” “Those Glorious 
Hollywood Musicals” and 
“Welcome Home, Harry ... 

Who?” He is also the co- 
founder of the Brooklyn Arts Council and district manager of 
Community Board 13, which includes Coney Island and 
Brighton Beach. 

“The Brooklyn Revue” was originally written for a profes- 
sional playwrights’ series at his alma mater, Brooklyn College. 

Reichenthal has gathered some of the best songs to come 
out of the borough and added a little sparkle and schmaltz. 
The result is theatrical magic. Songs are grouped by artists 
(George Gershwin, Betty Comden, Arthur Schwartz) or cate- 
gories (Oscar winners, number one songs on the radio show 
“Make-believe Ballroom,” and songs of the ’60s). 

But that’s not all. Reichenthal has cleverly integrated short 
tributes to composers and lyricists; a wacky switchboard op- 
erator scene; imagined dialogues between such luminaries as 
composer Harry Warren (for whom the theater was named) 
and choreographer and set designer Busby Berkeley, and be- 
tween Comden and Louis B. Mayer; and a delightful mono- 
logue by that goddess of gutsy lust herself, Mae West. 

Stringing together 62 songs, even with the best of writing, 
is no easy task. Kudos to director Barbara Parisi, choreogra- 
phers James Martinelli and John Sannuto, and musical direc- 
tor and pianist Lalan Parrott for the seamless transitions from 
song to song and scene to scene. 

Martinelli and Sannuto have accomplished the difficult 
task of creating lovely and lively dances well suited to a tiny 
stage — ballet, jazz, ensemble and solo pieces. And Parrott, 
with the help of Chuck Sachs and Jonathan Rosenblum (both 
of whom previously worked on some of the songs), has put 
together engaging solos, duos, trios and ensemble numbers. 

The revue is performed by eight talented entertainers who 
sing, dance, act and appear to be having as good a time as the 
audience — Staci Anne Jacobs, Kristine Louis, Stuart Mar- 
shall, James Martinelli, Jennifer Mielke, Jim Speake, Antho- 
ny Tolve and Maggie Wise. They belt and croon, woo and 
wow, clown and caper. 

Costume designers Laura Lowrie and Barbara Parisi have 
pulled out all the stops, dressing the men in tuxes, tails, straw 
hats and bow ties, and the women in long, billowing tum-of- 
the-century dresses and bonnets and decollete evening dress- 
es and stoles. 

The revue overflows with nostalgia. There are songs we re- 
member, songs our parents will remember and even a few 
only our grandparents might recall. Sometimes the review 
seems to take us from childhood through the teenage years to 
adulthood with songs like Fred Coots and Henry Gillespie’s 
“Santa Claus Is Coming to Town,” Comden and Adolph 
Green's “Captain Hook,” Neil Sedaka’s “Where the Boys

genesis was antithetical to her usual 
way of working.

I t’s brief, but it seems right. I love 
that as a form,” says Mary Zim- 
merman, discussing the single, 
90-minute act of the new Philip Glass 
opera, “Galileo Galilei,” which she 
directed and for which she served as 
co-librettist. 

Zimmerman is talking about the 
opera that will open the Brooklyn 
Academy of Music’s 20th “Next 
Wave Festival” on Oct. 1 with four 
performances at the Howard Gilman 
Opera House. 

“It’s the only way I’ve ever 
worked,” she says in a telephone in- 
terview from her home in Chicago, 
where she is a member of the Look- 
ing Glass Theatre Company and a 
professor of performance studies at 
Northwestern University. 

“When I started directing in 
school, I was making non-narrative 
pieces with a group,” she said. 
“When I started working with text — 
adaptation and literature have always 
been my thing — I made the text for 
the actors whom I’ve cast.” 

“Metamorphoses,” her one-act 
adaptation of Ovid’s mythic tales, 
won her a Best Director Tony in June 
and it is still running on Broadway. 
After playing in Chicago, Seattle, 
off- and now on Broadway over the 
past couple years, it still stars many 
of the original cast. 

Brooklyn audiences are familiar 
with Zimmerman’s work: her adapta- 
tions of “The Notebooks of Leonar- 
do da Vinci” and “The Arabian 
Nights” played BAM several years 
ago. But although the staging of 
Glass’ new opera is very recogniza- 
ble as a Mary Zimmerman piece, its 



I usually do.” 

How did Zimmerman become in- 
volved with Glass? “When I did his 
opera ‘Akhnaten’ in Boston, I got to 
meet him and we hit it off extremely 
well,” she says. “It was sort of a se- 
cret plan of mine to get to make 
something with him from scratch. 
That was why I decided to do 
‘Akhnaten’ — so I could get to meet 
him. I normally do my own scripts, 
but I wanted to work with him. 

“Later on, he was in Chicago, and 
he said, ‘You and I should do some- 
thing together.’ He had five ideas for 
things, and the first was Galileo. Af- 
ter hearing that, I don’t remember 
what the other four were! I had done 
‘Leonardo’ before — I like old-time 
scientists — and I thought it would 
be a romantic idea for an opera. 

“I originally brought 17 possible 
scenes in, and we [Zimmerman, 
Glass and co-librettist Arnold Wein- 
stein] knew we were going to go 
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backwards through his life,” she ex- 
plains. “We wrote the scenes down, 
shuffled them around and thought 
about how it all would make sense 
dramatically. It was one of the more 
difficult aesthetic problems I’ve ever 
had, but it was also one of the most 
exciting. In the end, Arnold and I 
have very different tastes and ideas, 
and so I ended up doing a libretto by 

Even though “Galileo Galilei” un- 


conventionally explores its extraordi- 
nary protagonist’s life — his 17th- 
century heresy conviction for using a 
telescope to support Copernicus’ the- 
ory that the Earth revolves around the 
sun triggers a backwards exploration 
of his amazing life, ending with 
Galileo as an infant — Zimmerman 
doesn’t feel that it will unnecessarily 
confuse audiences. 

“All you really need to know is 
that he had big trouble with the 
Church,” the director insists. “He had 
to recant and he invented the tele- 
scope — that’s all you need to get 
into the piece.” 

Apparently, that’s what happened 
at Chicago’s Goodman Theatre, 
where “Galileo” had its world pre- 
miere this summer. By all accounts, 
critics and audiences were satisfied. 

‘It was received extremely well by 
the audience, and it was very well re- 
viewed,” Zimmerman says, and then 
adds, “but I don’t read reviews.”
